The  total  acreage  of  Rus-sian  ccrcaJs  cut  up  to  September  1  wa.s 
135,325,000  acres,  or  82  per  cent  of  the  caitire  acreage,  according  to  a.  cable 
of  Scptonbor  10  from  Agricultxu^al  Atta-cho"Stcorc  at  Berlin.    Of  this  area 
cut,  69,183,000  acres  wore  threshed  and  75,601,000  acres  wore  st'\ckod,  with 
the  remainder  still  in  the  field.    Harvesting  was  progressing  slowly  with  a 
relatively  largo  percontavge  of  tuicut  grain  and  also  unrickcd  grain  in  western 
Siberia,  Zasakstan  -and  the  Bashkecrian  republic .    Ricking  was  finished  in  the 
southern  and  southeastern  regions. 
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Procuring  on  Soptcm'bcr  1  was  atout  24  per  cent  of  the  yearly  plan  com~ 
pared  vdth  12  per  cent  last  year  at  the  same  time,  Mr.  Stecrc  reports.  While 
absolv-te  figures  for  tMs  year's  plan  are  not  given,  apparently  the  plan  is 
about  eqacl  to  last  year's  vath  a  larger  share  to  be  procured  during  the  early 
months,  Mr.  Steero  states.  Per  cents  of  the  yearly  plan  executed  on  September 
1  were:  Ukraine  29  per  cent,  Iforth  Caucasus- 41,  Lower  Volga  Region  28,  Middle 
Volga  Region  25,  Central  Fertile  Region  24, 

Pall  sccdings  amo-anted  to  24,908,000  acres  on  September  1  which  compares 
with  17,018,000  acres  last  . year  and  is  regarded  as  slow  in  the  northern  regions, 
A  good  corn  crop  was  reported,  particularly  in  the  North  Caucasus  region.  The 
Volga  region  and  western  Siberia  give  increasing  evidence  of  an  unfavorable 
crop. 

European  crop  conditions  and  yields 

Q-erman  yields  of  wheat,  rye,  oats  and  barley  were  estimated  by  the 
German  Parm  Council  ^n^i^gust  15  lower  than  previously  reported,  according 
to  Mr.  Steere.    Thq^  figurei  appear  on  page  '492,  ,    Official  reports  liavo  been 
more  optimistic  than  private  ones  concerning  the  dajnages  to  winter  cereals; 
however,  large  reductions  are  expected  by  the  Berlin  Office  in  the  coming 
official  estimates.    The  corn  crop  of  Italy  continued  below  average,  although 
the  Y/cathcr  improved.    Crops  in  Sv/eden  were  reported  seriously  damaged  by 
rain.    An  official  report  from  Norway  says  that  cereals  are  expected  to  be 
considerably  below  average. 

To  supplement  the  usual  sources  of  information.  Assistant  Commissioner 
Christy  of  the  Bureau's  Berlin  office  recently  made  an  extensive  automobile 
trip  through  Germany,  Prrjice,  Belgium  and  Holland.    In  a»dditiou  to  interview- 
ing authorities  in  the  vaxious  countries  concerning  crop  and  market  ODnditions, 
frequent  stops  were  made  for  field  inspect! oza.    The  weather  during  August,  Mr, 
Christy  reports,  was  very  rainy  and  ijnfavora.ble  for  harvest  throughout  most 
of  v/estcrn,  central  and  northern  Europe.    TMs  has  resulted  in  delayed  harvest, 
overripe  grain,  loss  of  weight  ajid  sprouting.    Much  of  the  grain  in  northern 
Prance  and  Germany  was  still  in  the  fields  after  August  20th  aiid  some  fields 
were  not  yet  cut*    Except  for  Italy  and  the  southern  part  of  Prance  and  possibly 
Spadn,  the  quality  of  the  wheat  this  year  is  reported  not  satisfactory.  Bush- 
el weights  in  many  of  the  affected  arca.s,  especially  Prance  are  qmtc  low.

Europe 

Interest  of  flour  mills  improved,  vjhicii  rrith  limited  offers  ajid. 
further  evidence  of  crop  deterioration  caused  continental  EiJ.ropean  import 
markets  to  "be  firmer  daring  the  second  treek  of  Septemher,  cables  Ilr,  Steere. 
Holland,  reports  good  husiness  in  i.Ianitoha,  Russian  and  Rujnanian  vrheat ,  The 
domestic  milling  quota  rras  raised  from  20  to  22.5  per  cent  effective  Septem- 
"ber  7.    Belgium  markets  were  quiet.    On  accomat  of  the  continuation  of  had 
T/eather  and  reduced  offers  of  good  quality  uheat  the  French  market  was  firm. 
Italy  was  reported  haying  on  a  hand  to  mouth  "basis  heing  hesitant  toward 
foreign  wheat  because  of  the  uncertainty  of  the  milling  qaota.    Markets  in 
C z c cho si 0 vaici a  wore  slightly  higher  and  Austria  reported  a  slight  iniprove- 
ment  in  sales.    Sweden  reported  a  milling  quota  for  September  of  70  per  cent 
for  wheat  and  95  per  cent  for  rye.    German  roarkets  were  firmer  as  a  result 
of  the  lovier  crop  estime.te  and  improved  flour  "business.    The  spot  price  of 
domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  on  September  9  was  $1.38  compared  with  $1.32  a  week 
earlier.    The  price  of  rye  was  $1.05  against  $1.02  the  previous  week. 

Import  trending  on  the  Continent  was  rather  quiet  during  the  first 
part  of  August,  sa;;;"S  Ilr.  Cliristy,  in  sumr.:iarizing  the  recent  developments, 
but  a  gradaal  increase  in  buying  activity  occu.rred  during  the  second  half 
and  led  to  considerable  purchases  of  foreign  wheats,  notably  Russian,  Rumanian 
and  American  hard  winter  by  Prance,  other  western  Europe  and  the  Scaiidinavian 
countries,    Manitobas  ].iav3  been  neglected  recently,   sayz  the  report,  because 
they  were  relatively  too  expensive.    August  European  business  as  a  whole,  how- 
ever, remained  on  a  very  moderate  level  and  prices  showed  no  une:spccted 
changes,  according  to  i.Ir.  Christy. 

A  feature  of  the  beginning  of  the  new  wheat  --ear  is  the  resumption 
of  wheat  shipments  from  Russia  to  an  "uii-ore cedent ed  extent  for  this  time  of 
year,  i.Ir.  Christy  reports.    It  is  jsstimated,  he  states,  that  Russian  wheat 
shipments  to  Europe  during  the  four  weeks  ending  August  27,  1931  constituted 
40  per  cent  of  the  total  world  shipments  to  Europe  or  around  16  million 
bushels  out  of  approximately  40  million.    These  recent  heavy  Russian  shipments 
are  believed  by  the  Berlin  office  to  be  largely  explained  by  the  good  v/inter 
crop  in  the  Black  Sea  region  this  year.    Samples  of  Russian  spring  wheat 
have  been  reported  scarce. 

Tientsin,  China 

B^asiness"  in  flour  was  slow  during  August  because  of  the  negotiations 
of  America  with  China  on  vheat  and  flour  for  flood  relief  purposes,  according 
to  a  cable  on  September  11  from  Consul  General  Lockhart  at  Tientsin.  The 
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volmie  of  orders  placed  abroad  during  the  month  did  not  reach  the  anticipated 
level  as  local  inportors  r/ithhold  orders, until  negotiations  wore  concluded, 
prices  vjere  quite  steady  throughout  Augu.st  r/ith  a  slight  decline  in  terms  of  . 
gold  currency. 

The  average  rrholesale  prices  of  T7heat  flour  ex-uarehouse  Tientsin, 
packed  in  hags  of  49  pounds  net,  in  terms  of  United  States  currency  per  "barrel 
at  the  end  of  August  uere:  American  cluh  straight,  $2.74;  Canadian  first 
clear,  $2i55;  Japanese,  $2.56;  Shanghai  milled  $2.67;  Tientsin  milled  first 
grade,  $2.95,  second  grade  $2.86,  third  grade,  $2.78. 

Bu.ring  the  month  of  August  local  flour  mills  produced  245,000  "oarrels 
establishing  a  nei?  high  production  record  for  recent  years.    Mills  are  now 
confronted  vath  a  prospective  shortage  of  native  wheat  and  should  this  short- 
age materialize,  the  mills  will  he  obliged  to  curtail  production  or  iniport 
wheat  from  abroad,  the  cable  states.    Stocks  of  foreign  and  Shanghai  milled 
flour  in  Tientsin  at  the  end  of  August  were  475,000  ba.rrels,  or  about  27  per  cent 
higher  than  at  the  end  of  June  or  July. 

Arrivals  of  wheat  flour  at  Tientsin  during  Augu.st  were  o.s  follo^-fs: 
United  States,  28,000  barrels;  Canada  nil;  Japan  72,000;  Shanghai,  152,000; 
total  252,000  barrels.    The  total  a^rrivals  of  wheat  flour  during  August 
were  approximately  tliree  times  as  large  as  during'  June  or  July.  Clearances 
of  foreign  flour  throixgh  customs  for  August  were  103,000  barrels,  or  almost 
twice  a.s  large  as  during  either  Jvjie  or  Julj^. 

¥hoat  prices  ... 

prices  of  wheat  futures  advanced  during  the  week  ended  September 
12  at  all  of  the  principal  world  markets  reported  above  except  ITj.nnipeg'. 
At  Chicago  Decem.ber  fut"uj:es  closed  at  50  cents  per  bushel  on  September  12 
as  compared  to  49  cents  a  week  earlier.    Kansas  City  December  fiiturcs  ad- 
vanced from  42  cents  on  September  4  to  43  cents  on  September  12.  At 
Minneapolis  the  close  of  Decem.ber  futures  on' September  12  was  62  cents'per^ 
bushel  conipared  to  58  cents  a  week  earlier.    October  futures  at  Liverpool 
closed  8.t  58  cents  on  September  12  and  56  cents  on  September  4,  Buenos 
Aires  advanced  from  40  cents  on  September  4  to  42  cents  on  September  11. 
The  only  decline  recorded  was  at  Y/innipeg  whore  October  futures  closed  at 
53  cents  on  September  12  as  compared  to  54  cents  on  September  4. 

Cash  prices  of  some  classes  of  wheat  advanced  during  the  week  ended  ,. 
September  11,  while  other  classes  declined  during  the  week,    llo,  2  Hard 
Winter  at  Kansas  City  averaged  42,2  cents  as  conipared  with  42.1  for  the 
previous  week.    IJo.  1  Dark  ITort hern  Spring  at  Minneapolis  advanced  from  " 
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an  avcro.ge  of  67.6  cents  for  the  xrook  ended  September  4  to  71.1  for  the  week 
ended  September  11,    No.  2  Red  Winter  at  St.  Louis  advanced  from  45.5  to  47.8 
cents  during  the  same  period.    No.  2  Amber  Durum  at  Minneapolis  averaged  71.1 
cents  for  the  week  ended  September  11  as  compared  to  an  average  of  75.6  cents 
for  the  previous  week.    Western  White  at  Seattle  averaged  48.1  cents  for  the 
week  ended  August  28  as  compared  to  an  average  of  49.1  cents  for  the  previous 
week.    The  weighted  average  cash  price  of  all  classes  and  grades  at  six  markets 
was  55  cents  as  compared  to  54  cents  during  the  previous  week.    See  table,  page 
493. 

European  wheat  prices  during  August  showed  no  unexpected  chgiiges, 
reports  Mr,  Christy.    Some  rise  in  French  prices  is  accounted  for  by  reduced 
farm  offers  and  severe  crop  damage.    Significant  price  recovery  from  the  July 
decline  in  Germany  maybe  attributed  to  the  full  protection  of  the  wheat 
market  there  through  import  duty,  milling  quota  and  also  an  effective  crop 
financing  system  which  is  widely  used  by  farmers,  says  the  report.    See  details 
of  the  German  grain  aid  plan,  page  471  .    price  declines  in  Austria  and  Czecho- 
slovakia are  considered  the  usual  new  crop  depreciation  at  the  time  of  harvest- 
ing.    In  addition  these  markets  were  under  the  pressure  of  cheap-  Rumaniaja 
offers.    The  rise  in  Italian  prices  may  be  attributed,  says  Mr.  Cliristy,  to 
the  increase  in  the  wheat  import  duty. 

The  Danube  Basin  wheat  situation 

The  outstanding  features  of  the  wheat  situation  in  the  Danube  Basin 
for  the  month  of  August  1931,  according  to  the  Belgrade  office  of  the  United 
States  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  were:  (l)  No  changes  in  the  August  1st 
estimated  production  of  the  1931  crop  of  316,728,000  bushels  (for  separate 
Danube  country  estimates  see  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets"  August  24,  page  288); 
('2)  unusually  large  deliveries  by  farmers  to  exporting  agencies  except  in 
Hungary;  (3)  An  exceptionally  large  export  during  the  month,  especially  from 
Yugoslavia;  (4)  a  sharp  fall  in  prices  except  Yugoslavia  where  they  were 
sustained  by  government  activity.    The  fixed  price  of  78  cents  in  Bulgaria 
was  reduced  to  67  cents  per  bushel;  (5)  financial  difficulties  of  government 
grain  stabilization  organizations  as  a  result  of  heavy  losses  caused  by  low 
prices  on  world  markets  and  large  deliveries  from  farmers  to  Government  pur- 
chasing organizations;  (6)  penetration  of  high  grade  Danube  wheat  into  distant 
markets  in  replacement  of  Canadian  wheat;  and  (7)  continued  efforts  to  secure 
preferential  treatment  for  Danube  wheat  in  importing  countries. 

Total  exports  from  the  entire  Basin  during  August  are  estimated  by 
the  Bureau's  Belgrade  office  at  8,929,000  bushels  which,  v/hen  added  to  the 
July  export  of  abovit  2,462,000  bushels  gives  a  total  export  for  the  2  months 
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of  some  11,390,000  "bushels.    This  qaantity  deducted  from  the  July  exportalDle 
surplus  estimated  at  57,507,000  bushels  indicates  a  quantity  available  for 
export  on  September  1  this  year  of  46,120,000  bushels.  , 

Exports  from  Bulgaria  and  Yugoslavia  exceeded  the  usual  August  Ex- 
ports as  the  government  purchasing  agencies  T;7ere  forced  to  accept  large  quan- 
tities of  T7heat  from  farmers  and  had  no  warehouse  facilities  to  hold  it, 
with  the  result  that  the  ivhoat  had  to  be  exported  through  prices  vera  ujisatis- 
factory.    It  is  estimated  that  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  Yugoslavia  exports 
were  unsold,    practically  all  of  the  Rumanian  surplus  is  reported  stored 
locally*    However,  movement  to  exporting  points  was  said  to  be  fairly  active 
during  August  in  spite  of  exceptionally  low  prices,    prices  offered  to  ex- 
porters about  Augu.st  20th  for  best  quality  \iieat  were  as  low  as  36  cents  per 
bushel  f .o.b,  Czechoslovak  Danube  ports  or  Vienna,  Austria,  according  to  the 
Belgrade  office.  Though  the  export  market  in  Hungary  during  August  was  re- 
ported very  unfavorable  a  part  of  the  decrease  in  the  usual  movenient  to 
countries  that  regularly  iriport  from  Hungary  was  offset  by  rather  iinportant 
e3^orts  of  high  grade  glxiten  wheat  to  distant  countries,  principally  in 
ITorth  Africa,  in  replacement  of  Canadian  wheat. 

There  were  no  iiiiportant  new  developments  in  the  general  plan  of  the 
government  relief  in  any  of  the  Danubiaii  countries  daring  August  except  the 
lowing  of  the  fixed  price  in  Bulgaria  from  400  leva  to  340  leva  per  quintal 
(78  to  67  cents  per  bushel).    All  govemnents  continued  to  carry  out  their 
relief  plans  as  outlined  (See  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets"  August  24,  1931 
pp.  288-89) ,  but  in  so  doing,  they  all  faced  unusual  difficulties  and  some 
of  them  the  probability  of  having  to  take  exceptionally  large  losses  before 
the  existing  sui^lusos  are  marketed.    Separate  coimtrios  continued  negotia- 
tions with  consuming  countries  for  special  customs  privileges,  but  the  only 
new  agreement  that  was  made  public  dnjring  August  was  one  between  Austria 
and  Yugoslavia. 

The  wheat  situation  in  China 

A  wheat  crop  in  Manchuria  aboiit  15  per  cent  above  last  year  and  of 
somewhat  better  quality  is  indica,ted  by  a  cable  from  Agri culturaj  Commissioner 
Dawson  at  Shanghai  on  September  14  which  was  based  on  information  received  by 
him  from  E,  J,  Rossiter  of  the  Shanghai  office  who  is  now  traveling  in  Man- 
churia,   liJr,  Rossiter  reported  that  the  carryover  of  old  crop  wheat  there 
was  about  normal.    Vice  Consci.l  Dutko  at  Harbin  confirms  the  above  statement 
of  the  increase  in  the  wheat  crop  and  also  the  better  quality  of  the  crop. 
He  also  stated  that  milling  operations  will  probably  surpass  those  of  1930  f 
but  it  is  doubtful  if  they  will  be  as  profitable.    \Theat  was  quoted  at  40 
cents  per  biishel  and  soy  beans  at  43  cents  per  100  pounds. 
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CO;iinBse-.deGand-f-or  forcdgn  wheat  was  liesitant  prior  to  the  recent 
I'a^na^^.card-ti-ansaatioii-  with  the  Chinese  Government,  hut  after  the  transaction 
MB.fl  closod-baslibes^-  revived*,   ^rivals  of  native  v^heat  were  liirdted  while

HOPS 

Grerman  government  acts  to  su-pport  hops  prices 

G-erman  brewers  are  directed  by  a  decree  of  August  21,  effective 
September  1,  to  use  smaller  percentages  of  importad  hops  in  beer  brewed  for 
domestic  consumption,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache  Steere  at  Berlin.  The 
decree  states  that  breweries  which  used  foreign  hops  during  tlie  period  October 
1,  1927  to  September  30,  1930  are  obliged  to  replace  with  domestic  hops  70 
per  cent  of  the  a,verage  annual  quantity  of  foreign  hops  used  during  the  period 
indicated.    This  is  in  addition  to  the  quantity  of  G-erman  hops  used  during  the 
same  period.    In  any  event,  a  minimLijn  of  75  per  cent  of  G-erman  hops  must  be 
used  by  such  breweries.    Establishments  brewing  for  export  are  not  covered  by 
the  order.    The  decree  was  pronipted  by  hops  prices  dnclining  to  now  low  levels 
as  the  picking  season  approached,  Mr.  Steere  states.

TJorld  ho^  and  -pork  prospects 

Hog  prices  in  the  United  States  declined  steadily  during  August. 
Canadian  prices  also  were  down  considerably.    In  E-arope,  hog  prices,  as  re' 
fleeted  by  German  market  returns,  were  seasonally  higher  during  August  but 
continued  at  relatively  low  levels.    Feed  prices  in  both  the  United  States 
and  Europe  were  lower  diiring  Augu.st. 
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August  hog  slaughter  in  the  United  States  remained  telow  that  of  last 
year  a    In  Europe,  however  ^  unueiJa-l  ly  large  European  supplies  of  porlr  and  lard 
reached  the  loading  foreign  markets  for  American  pork  produ.cts.    In  cured  pork, 
Danish  products  dominate  the  British  market,  with  unucual ' y  large  supplies 
coming  from  other  continental  sources.    British  cured  pork  prices  wealccncd 
durther  during  August,    Continental  interest  in  American  cured  pork  diminished 
further  during  the  month.    Lard  prices  were  weaker  in  "both  British  and  contir^- 
ontal  markets,  but  the  former  continue  to  im.port  good  quantities  cf  American 
lard. 

American  pork  exports  declined  further  d^jring  July.    Practically  all 
b-uyers  took  reduced  volumes  of  cured  pork.    Lard  exports  also  were  lower,  with 
the  exception  of  the  movement  to  Groat  Britain,    The  export  movement  of  American 
prok  products  for  the  period  October-July  1930-31  was  smaller  than  for  any  other 
similar  period  during  the  postwar  yoaxs.

Uruguay  r/ool  exports  oxcocd  last  year 

Wool  exports  from  Uruguay  amounted  to  148,000  bales  for  the  period 
October-July  1930-31.  According  to  Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner  C.L.Lucdtko 
at  Buenos  Aires.    The  current  figures  represent  an  increase  of  nearly  4,000  bales 
over  exports  for  the  corresponding  1929-30  period.    The  United  States  is  credited 
with  taldng  less  than  half  as  ranch  Uruguayan  wool  this  year  as  last.    Most  of  the 
increase  is  accounted  for  by  larger  shipments  to  the  United  Kingdom  end  G-ermany,  , 
By  late  August  there  were  no  stocksof  merino  wool  at  Montevideo  and  stocks  of

As  compared  vdth  an  increase  of  1.5  cents  on  92  score  butter  in  ITew  York  to  32,0 
cents,  the  Copenhagen  official  quotation  rose  by  an  equal  amount  to  the  equivalent 
of  25.8  cents.    London  quotations  were  ?aigher  on'  continental  butters  except 
Siberian,  but  a  shade  lower  on  colonial  supplies.    A  v/ider  margin  in  favor  of 
the  strictly  fresh  continental  butters  is  noticeable  as  the  season  progresses, 
best  Danish  having  reaxihed  28.0  cents  on  September  10  against  23.9  cents  for  Ufew 
Zealand.

Canadian  apple  croip  larger r  Ei^ropeai}  crQPs^.redjaced 

The  Canadian  apple  estimate  of  September  1  places  the  1931  crop  at 
3,634,000  "barrels,  an  increase  of  5,000  "barrels  over  the  August  estimate. 
Last  yearns  crop  amounted  to  3,411,000  barrels.  The  average  for  the  years 
1926-1930  was  3,270,000  barrels.    All  of  the  increase  over  last  year  is 
foimd  in  the  eastern  barreled  apple  area.      The  British  Columbia  crop  stands 
at  3,437,000  boxes  against  4,322,000  boxes  last  year.    In  England  and  Wales. 
apples  are  expected  to  mcke  a  light  crop,  according  to  the  Empire  Marketing  . 
-  , Board.    Continental  European  apple  and  pear  crops,  however,  continue  to  J| 
.show  favorable  prospects,  with  considerable  improvement  over  last  year.  S 

.Soutij,  African  deciduous  fn.ilt  conditions 

Cape  Province  deciduous  fruit  prospects  at  present  are-  considerably 
better  than  a  year  ago,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache  C.C.  Taylor  at 
Pretoria.    In  Orange  Eree  State  and  Transvaal,  opposite  conditions  prevail 
ov/ing  to  frost  damage.    Export  fruit  is  more  abundant  than  last  year,  howi- 
over,  since  Cape  Province  is  the  leading  dcci<■■^aous  fruit  district  in  the 
Union^  Mr.  Taylor  states.    The  deciduous -fruit  season  runs  from  January 
through  May.    Direct  monthly  shipments  to  Canada  have  been  arranged  for  in 
addition  to  the  usual  European  trade,  Mr.  Taylor  reports. 

Tsingtao  peanut  market  during  August 

Total  shipments  of  peanuts  from  Tsingtao  to  all  markets  during  iu^st 
amounted  to  49,236,000  pounds  of  shelled  and  5,818,000  pounds  of  unsholled 
-nuts,  according  to  a  radiograjn  from  Consul  W.  Roderick  Dorsoy  at  that  port. 
Shipments  went  mostly  to  Europe  and  to  South  China^  the  former  taking  21,917,000 
pounds  of  shelled  and  4,704,000  pounds  of  unshelled  and  the  latter  23,866,000 
pounds  of  shelled  and  347,000  pounds  of  unshelled.    Ji^pan  took  3,184,000  pounds 
of  shelled  and  204,000  pounds  of  unshelled.    Shipments  to  the  United  States 
were  negligible.  ,.  . 

Due  to  the  approaching  exhaustion  of  available  *tocks,  quotations  on 
shelled  nuts  rose  considerably  during  the  month,  while  prices  on  the  unshelled 
article  ccntinued  to  decline.    As  previously 'reported,  the  quality  of  the  latter 
has  been  lowered  considerably  by  weather  damage.    Holders  are  eager  to  sell  be- 
fore new  crop  nuts  become  available.    Eorward  contracts  with  Europe  are  stil- 
in  the  neighborhood  of  10,000  short  tons  and  Japanese  dealers  have  purchased 
some  2,000  tons  for  exportation  to  Japan  during  Scptemher.    ITo  business  has  ^ 
yet  boon  done  in  ncv/  crop  nuts. 
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A  new  program  of  six  phases  for  the  support  of  the  domestic  grain 
growing  and  mrketing  industry  is  "being  put  into  effect  in  G-ermany, 
according  to  Agricultural  Attache  L.  V.  Steere  at  .Berlin.    The  new  measures 
cover*   (l)  Crop  financing;  (2)  milling  regulations;  (3)  regulations  enabling 
the  exchange  of  soft  domestic  wheat  for  hard  foreign  wheat;  (4)  introduction 
of  negotiable  warehouse  certificates;  (5)  introduction  of  grain  standards 
(pending)  and -(6)  storage  of  rye^    All  of  the  above  measures  are  not  entire- 
ly new,  but  their  coordination  into  a  unified  program  is  the  result  of 
recent  official  decisions. 

Germany  has  entered  the  new  crop  season  with  prospects  of  a  wheat 
crop  for  1931  approaching  155,000,000  bushels,  the  largest  on  record,  but 
with  credit  conditions  so  strained  that  serious  dif f ioalties  in  financing 
the  crop  movement  have  been  .threatened.  (A  later  semi-'of f icial  estiinate 
places  the  German  wheat  crop  at  151,000,000  bushels)     It  is  true  also  that 
Germany  remains  in  the  position  of  having  to  in5)ort.  some  wheat.    In  spite 
of  a  tariff  of  $1.61  per  bushel  and  milling  regulations  compelling  the  use 
of  a  large  proportion  of  domestic  grain,  however,  reductions  in  the  domestic 
wheat  price  level  h^,vc  hastened  additional  government  activity.    Following  a 
sharp  drop  in  prices  during  July,  the  strengthening  effect  of  the  new  regiXLa- 
tions  was  reflected  in  mid-August  prices, '  l-lr.  Steere  rejjorts. 

Crop  financing  measures- 

The  scarcity  of  bank  credit  and  resultant  high  interest  rates 
arising  from  the  recent  financial  crisis  in  Germany  has  brought  to  many 
farmers  the  probabilities  that  they,  would  not  only  be  compelled,  to  malre 
unusually  heavy  early-season  sales  from  their  large  crop,  but  that  the 
grain  trade,  from  dealers  to  millers,  would  find  it  irnpossible  to  make 
even  normal  purchases  of  grain.    Such  a  situation  would  lead,  inevitably, 
to  liea'^rj  pressure  on  the  wheat  market  and  a  irarked  decline  in  the  price 
level,  as  it:  actually  did  in  July,  and  would  nullify  all  the  efforts  of 
the  Government  in  past  months  to  protect  grain  producers  from  the  effects 
of  low  world  prices.    The  first  concern  of  the  Govefiament,  therefore,  has 
been  to  provide  facilities  to  finance  au  orderly  marketing,  of  the  crop, 
and  to  enable  holding  of  the  farm  of  a  good  part  of  the  crop  during  the 
heavy  marketing  season.    The  provision  of  ainple  credit  facilities  for 
farmers  and  the  grain  trade  at  reasonable  rates  h^s,  therefore,  been 
undertaken  in  spite  of  general  economic  conditions  within  the  country 
which  require  the  maintenance  of  an  extraordinarily  high  discount  rate 
and  a  general  restriction  of  credit. 

The  Government  has  secured  the  agreement  of  the  banks  to  the  ,  ■ 

following:    The  Eeichsbank  will  provide  (l)  credits  to  the  grain  trade 
and  mills  for  financing  the  crop  movement  to  any  extent  necessary.. 
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Augast  requirements  are  estimated  at  $35,500,000;  (2)  through  the  Renten- 
"bank-Kreditanstalt  and  Preiissenkasse,  .another  $11,840,000  re-discount 
credit  for  the  movement  of  the  crop;  (3)  through  the  G-etreide-Industrie 
und  Commission  A.G-.  (G.I.C.)  $11,840,000  for  the  purpose  of  advances 
(Lombard-Kredit)  on  stored  grain,  as  in  former  years;  (4)  the  Rentenbank- 
Kreditanstalt  intends  to  provide  credits  to  Co-ops  and  Grain  Credit  Banks 
out  of  its  own  funds,  which,  however,  are  now  largely  "frozen"  and  can 
only  he  mobilized  with  the  aid  of  other  "banking  institutions.    The  possi- 
ble amount  of  such  credits  ranges  from  $11,840,000  to  $23,680,000.  By. 
arrangement  between  the  Government  and  the  Reichsbank,  the  interest  on 
all  such  credits,  including  advances  on  grain  in  warehouses,  is  to  be  6 
per  cent  below  the  ruling  discount  rate,  which  was  on  August  19,  the  date 
of  Mr,  Steere' s  report,  10  per  cent.    If  the  Reichsbank  discount  rate 
should  be  lowered,  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the  rate  on  these  discount 
credits  will  be  made.    The  cost  of  this  cheapening  of  interest  rates  will 
be  met  from  funds  of  the  Ministry  of  Agrlcu.lture  and  from  sources  yet  to 
be  decided. 

Milling  regulations 

By  decree  of  August  13,  1931,  effective  August  16,  1931,  the 
compulsory  milling  quota  for  domestic  wheat  was  definitely  fixed  at  97 
per  cent  for  the  crop  year"  1931-32,  as  compared  with  50  per  cent  from 
April  to  July,  1931  and  60  per  cent  for  August  1-15.    The  figure  of  97 
per  cent  has  been  specified  repeatedly  by  government  officials  in  public 
utterances  over  a  period  of  several  weeks,  so  that  the  decree  merely'  con** 
firms  what  has  been  cominon  knowledge  for  some  time.    The  quota  figure  of 
97  per  cent,  for  all  practical  purposes,  however,  is  rendered  merely 
nominal  by  a  provision  of  the  same  decree  which  requires  mills  milling 
foreign  wheat  to  mill  only  up  to  70  per  cent  domestic  wheat  when  they 
are  milling  foreign  wheat  in5)orted  at  the  reduced  import  duty  of  12.9 
cents  per  bushel  provided  for  under  the  -"wheat  exchange"  plan  discussed 
below.    Of  the  30  per  cent  quota  of  foreign  wheat  thus  permitted  such 
mills,  not  over  27  per  cent  may  consist  of  wheat  imported  at  the  reduced 
rate,  and  it  does  not  appear  that  any  wheat  imported  at  the  regular  duty 
of  $1,61  per  bushel  need  be  included  in  the  mixture,  though  3  per  cent 
can  be  included. 

Regulations  enabling  exchange  of  soft  domestic  wheat  for  hard  foreign 
wheat 

With  Germany's  total  wheat  requirements  officially  estimated  at 
176,000,000  bushels  during  the  crop  year  1931-32  and  the  crop  placed  at 
approximately  165,000,000  bushels,  the  wheat  deficit  is  placed  officially 
at  approximately  11,000,000  bushels.    The  German'  crop  itself  represents 
more  soft  wheat  than  the  home  market  can  well  absorb,  so  that  the  govern- 
ment has  devised  a  plan  for  the  purpose  of  exchanging  soft  domestic  wheat 
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against  bard  foreign  wheat  which,  at  the  same  time,  through  exports,  will 
relieve  the  domestic  wheat  market  from  some  pressiire  during  the  raonths 
immediately  after  the  harvest.    This  plan,  "based  upon  the  decree  of  August 
14,  1931,  provides  for  the  issuance  of  export  certificates  for  all  erports 
of  domestic  wheat  made  prior  to  Docomhcr  31,  1931,  which  entitle  the  holder 
to  import  the  same  quantity  of  foreign  wheat  at  any  time  hcforo  July  31, 
1932  at  the  :r«duccd  rate  of  12.9  cents  per  "bushel.    As  previously  indicated 
mills  using  this  wheat  may  replace  domestic  v/heat  in  their  milliilg  mixture 
up  to  the  extent  of  27  per  cent  of  the  compulsory  domestic  quota  of  97  per 
cent. 

This  general  scheme,  works  out  as  follows  on  the  "basis  of  market 
prices  ruling  on  August  18:    Domestic  wheat  at  Hamburg  then  cost  a'bout 
$1,48  per  "bushel  and  would  "bring  about  48   cents  per  bushel  in  English  or 
Scandinavian  markets,  which  meant  a  loss  of  approximately  $1.13  per  bushel, 
including  various  cost  items  of  a"bout  12,9  cents.    The  export  certificate, 
therefore,  at  present  has  a  market  value  of  approximately  $1.13  per  bushel, 
Qiiotation  on  Manitoba  wheat,  c.i.f,  Hamburg,  duty  -unpaid,  were  about  71 
cents  per  bashol.    If  a  miller  or  importer  bought  an  export  certificate 
for  $1,13  per  bushel  and  imported  Manitoba  wheat  at  a  duty  of  12.9  cents 
per  bushel,  his  wheat  thus  costs  approximately  $1.97  per  bushel  as  against 
$2,32  per  bushel  if  imported  at  the  regular  duty  of  $1,61  per  bushel.  It 
is  possible,  of  course,  that  the  value  of  the  export  certificate  may  rise 
because  of  the  current  firmer  tendency  of  German  wheat  prices  and  the  in- 
dicated active  demand  by  millers  for  the  certificates.    Estimates  as  to 
the  quantity  of  German  wheat  for  which  an  export  market  con  be  fo"und  vary 
between  15,000,000  and  29,000,000  bushels,  the  latter  of  which  has  been 
intimated  to  be  too  optimistic  by  some  government  officials.    Trade  reports 
however,  indicate  that  a  fairly  active  demand  has  already  developed  for 
German  wheat  in  England  and  the  Scandinavian  countries.    Export  certificate 
for  rye  have  also  been  proposed. 

Introduction  of  nogotiablo  warehouse  certificates 

As  a  further  measure  to  relieve  the  grain  market  from  excessive 
pressure  of  the  crop  movement  during  the  first  part  of  the  new  crop  year, 
the  government  has  worked  out  provisional  arrangements  for  the  issuance 
of  negotiable  warehouse  certificates  on  grain.      By  emergency  decree  of 
August  6,  1931,  the  Deutsche  Getreide  Handel s ges el Ischaft  (DGH)  has  been 
invested  with  the  right  to  issue  such  warehouse  certificates.  Formal 
legislation  on  warehouse  certificates  and  grain  standards  has  been  in 
preparation  for  a  considerable  time,  and  a  bill  providing  for  such  legis- 
lation has  already  been  submitted  to  the  Reichswirtschaf tsrat  for  con- 
sideration, but  the  Government,  in  view  of  the  crop  emergency  now  existing, 
decided  to  issue  provisional  regulations  by  emergency  decree,  with  the  in- 
tention to  replace  them  later  by  enlarged  warehouse  legislation,  supple- 
Biontod  f)l  so  "hy  ^)zi  ^/?t  ^taKii^thln^  of^imal  gva.in  atartdajrds.    Tor  the  time 
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"being  the  DGH  is  authorized  to  issue  negotia"ble  certificates  on  grain,  to 
provide  the  necessary  space  for  storage  and  to  mix  grain  of  similar  q-iality. 
The  DGH,  however,  v/ill  he  reqiiired  to  keep  separate  from  all  grain  which  it 
owns  or  huys  in  its  capacity  as  a  grain  dealing  firm  the  grain  it  handles 
for  storage  under  the  v;arehouse  plan.    Warehouse  certificates  which  it  issues 
will  serve  as  collateral  for  tank  credit  to  the  o\mer  of  all  sucdi  grain, 
and  are  expected  to  he  of  soue  assistance  in  financing  this  year's  crop 
movement,  and  even  as  a  means  of  payment  of  farmer  indehtedness  through 
endorsement  to  creditors. 

Introduction  of  grain  standards 

As  a  part  of  its  plan  for  supporting  the  grain  market,  the  government 
has  also  devised  preliminary  standards  for  German  grain,  which  are  expected 
to  he  estahlished,  at  least  provisionally,  hy  decree  in  the  near  future. 
The  actij^l  introduction  of  the  standards  for  practical  trade  purposes,  how- 
ever, will  prohahly  not  play  an  important  role  in  this  year*s  crop  movement, 
although  the  DGH  will  prohahly  endeavor  to  apply  them  y/here  possible. 

Storage  of  rye  '  .  ^ 

The  rye  market  situation  in  Germany  this  year  differs  greatly  from 
that  of  the  past  two  years,  Mr.  Steere  states.    There  is  no  longer  a  hurden- 
some  carryover,  vhereas  last  year  there  was  a  carryover  of  29,000,000  hush- 
els  and  the  estimated  crop  of  265,000,000  hushels  (last  year  283,000,000) 
is  approximately  equal  to  the  estimated  requirements.    It  is  felt,  however, 
that  early  season  marketings  following  the  harvest  may  exert  pressure  on 
the  market,  and  the  Government,  therefore,  ha,s  devised  plans  for  the  pur- 
chase and  temporary  storage  of  severa,l  hundred  thousand  tons  of  rye  through 
its  grain  agency,  the  Getreidc-Kandelsgosellschaf t.    These  storage  operations 
arc  stated  to  he  strictly  to  relieve  seasonal  pressure  on  the  market.    It  is 
reported  that  the  necessary  "bcink  credit  has  hccn  secured,  and  that  the 
Government  is  assigning  the  guarantee  for  possihle  losses  through  fluctuations 
in  prices  or  other  decreases  in  value  of  the  grain  stored. 
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Last  week  we  pointed  out  that  the  woild  cattle  and  Deef  situation 
at  present  is  marked  hy  larger  cattle  nurnbers  in  the  Northern  Hemisphere 
with  prohahly  smaller  numbers  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere;  current  heef 
movements  from  most  exporting  coiintries  smaller  than,  last  year,  and  prices 
consideralDly  helow  last  year  in  toth  e3cporting  and  importing  countries. 
This  week  there  appear  statements  indicating  reduced  cattle  slaughter 
and  heef  production  so  far  in  1931.    Per  capita  consumption  of  hecf  in 
specified  countries  for  1930  also  are  presented  with  most  of  the  compilations 
indicating  a  smaller  por  capita  disappearance  in  1930  than  in  1929.  The 
available  1931  figures  on  heef  imports  into  the  four  leading  European 
importing  countries  from  overseas  sources  also  are  included  herewith,  the 
current  total  falling  "below  that  of  the  corresponding  1930  period, 

Commercicsl  "beef  end  veal  production 

Reports  from  9  a/  coimtries  for  the  first  part  of  the  year  1931 
show  a  decrease  of  3  per  cent  in  slaughter.    Compared  with  the  same  period 
of  1930  estimated  beef  production  for  0  b/  countries  shows  a  falling  off 
of  1  per  cent,  indicating  killings  at  heavier  weights  than  last  year. 
Excluding  the  United  States,  there  lias  "been  a  decrease  of  7  per  cent  in 
slaughter  and  a  5  per  cent  decrease  in  beef  production.    Decreases  are 
shown  this  year  in  3  of  the  most  important  beef  exporting  countries,  i,e, 
Argentina,  Uruguay  and  New  Zealand.    Increases  were  shown  in  the  United 
States,  Canada  and  Australia.    In  two  of  the  principal lEur op ean  consuming 
countries,  the  United  Kingdom  and  G-ermanj'"  decreases  were  indicated  for 
the  first  part  of  1931. 

Slaughter  statistics  for  13  b/  countries  for  1930  indicate  that 
there  was  a  slight  decrease  in  beef  production  last  year  compared  with 
1929,    It  is  estimated  that  the  decrease  in  the  13  countries  was  1  per 
cent.    Last  year  Uruguay  and  Australia  were  the  only  important  beef  ex- 
porting countries  showing  increased  production;  Argentina,  New  Zealand, 
Canada  and  Brazil  all  showed  decreases.    See  table,  page  479, 

Euro"Dean  imT>orts  and  per  capita  cons"umption 

Beef  per  capita  consi-imption  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  in  Germany 
was  less  in  1930  than  in  1929,    On  the  other  hand  there  was  an  increase 
in  Prance.    All  other  countries  for  winch  estima,tes  are  available  includ- 
ing the  United  States  and  Canada  consvned  less  beef  per  capita  last  year 
tlian  in  1929.    Practically  all  countries  increased  per  capita  consumption 
of  mutton  and  lamb  last  year,  thu  heaviest  increases  showing  in  New  South 
Wales,  Australia.    Pork  per  C£pita  consumption  was  lower  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  but  T>a3  larger  in  Germany  and  Fraiice.    See  tables,

Availa.blc  figures  indicate  that  so  far  in  1931  somewhat  less 
overseas  "beef  has  "been  imported  by  the  leading  European  consuming  coim- 
tries.    Total  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom,  the  leading  consumer  of 
Southern  Hemisphere  "beef,  are  lar^^er  than  last  year,  vath  prices  unusually 
low,    Eran.ce  also  has  imported  more  chilled  and  frozen  beef,  especially 
the  latter,  than  a  year  ago.    These  increases,  however,  are  not  great 
enough  to  offset  the  heavy  decline  in  imports  into  Germany,  plus  some 
falling  off  in  imports  into  the  Netherlands, 

United  Kingdom 

:    ■.        By  July  1931,  prices  of  Argentine  chilled  hindquarters  at  London 
were  averaging  20.2  per  cent  below  the  July  1931  level.    The  July  1931 
average  \vas  unusually  low  for  that  month,  and  prices  during  earlier 
months  of  1931  wore  the  lowest  since  1927,    In  Argentine  chilled  fore- 
quarters,  the  current  decline  is  oven  more  striking,  the  July  1931  aver- 
age being  ncfirly  31  per  cent  under  that  of  a  year  earlier.    The  average 
for  April  1927  is  the  only  one  of  recent  years  coming  nearest  to  the 
$5.58  per  100  pounds  recorded  for  July  of  this  year.    Sec  table,  page  483. 
Frozen  Australian  hindqocartors  averaged  $5,72  during  July,  a  decline  of 
37.6  per  cent  below  a  year  r^o.    In  domestic  beef  supplies,  a  feature 
has  been  the  strong  position  of  Scots  beef,  which  has  brought  better 
prices  than  last  yoex  at  London  in  recent  months. 

Total  imports  of  chilled  and  frozen  beef  into  the  United  Kingdom 
were  4.1.  per  cent  larger  during  the  first  7  months  of  1931  tlian  for  the' 
sane  period  of  1930.    Chilled  beef  increased  43  per  cent,  whJ.le  frozen 
beef  imports  were  up  6.5  per  cent.    In  chilled  beef,  the  largest  item 
in  the  trade,  the  current  upward  movement  is  a  reversal  of  the  tendency 
of  recent  years.    Detailed  figures  for  the  first  6  months  of  1931  on  page 
485     indicate  that  most  of  the  ciirrent  increase  is  accounted  for  by  larger 
imports  from  Argentina,  the  leading  source.    Brazil  also  has  boon  sending 
larger  vol^jincs  of  chilled  beef... In  frozen  beef,  however,  the  1931  figures 
present  a  docline  in  ^receipts  from  Argentina,  with  larger  imports  from 
Australia  accounting  for  most  of  the  increased  business  in  that  item.  A 
slight  increase  is  noted  in  receipts  from  Uruguay,  while  shipments  from 
New  Zealand  have  been  smaller, 

British  supplies    of  domestic  beef,  as  reflected  by  London  Central 
Markets  receipts  for  the  first  half  of  1931,  ran  smaller  diiring  that 
period  than  in  the  corresponding  months  of  either  1930  or  1929.  Current 
receipts  to  June  30  from  United  Kingdom  and  Irish  Free  State  sources  were 
down  14.2  per  cent  from  the  1930  levels.    All  domestic  sources  contributed 
to  the  decline,  with  beef  from  England  and  Wales  do'.m  7.7  per  cent  and 
receipts  from  Ireland  dovm  more  than  66  per  cent.

France 

Frozen  beef  continues  to  account  for  most  of  the  beef  imported 
into  France,  although  a  somewhat  larger  percentage  of  fresh  and  chilled 
beef  entered  during  the  first  5  months  of  1231  than  a  year  earlier. 
Daring  the  1931  period,  frozen  b^of  imports  v/ere  nearly  3  times  larger 
than  in  the  1950  period;  the  bulk  of  the  increase  coming  from  Argentina 
and  Uruguay.    The  1931  fi^ro  represent od  nearly  50  per  cent  of  the 
Jtotal  frozen  bcof  imported  during  all  of  1230  and  was  almost  twice  as 
large  as  the  imports  for  the  whole  year  1929.    There  appears  to  have 
been  an  unusually  large  amount  of  frozen  "jocf  reoioortcd  to  France  this 
year  from  British  ports.    See  table,  page  486.

The  decline  in  current  G-erman  beef  imports  has  hrought  the 
total  for  chilled  and  frozen  beef  down  to  284,000  pounds  for  the  first 
7  months  of  1931  against  79,515,000  pounds  for  the  same  period  of  1930. 
Eresh  beef  irqports  from  nearby  countries  were  less  sharply  reduced, 
standing  at  14,503,000  pounds  for  the  1931  period  against  15,645,000 
pounds  for  last  year.    Details  by  countries  for  the  first  6  months  of 
1931,  appearing  below  show  that  87 »5  per  cent  of  the  small  overseas 
beef  imports  came  from  Argentina  with  other  countries  not  sending  enough 
to  be  separately  listed,.    The  feature  of  the  trade  in  fresh  beef  is  the 
continuation  of  Denmark  rather  than  lletherlands  as  the  leading  source. 
This  situation  appears  to  be  a  return  to  prewar  conditions  with  respect 
to  that  trade.    The  current  decline  in  total  iniports  carried  on  the 
tendency  of  recent  years.

Netherlands 


Imports  of  chilled  and  frozen  overseas  Toeef  into  the  Netherlands 
were  13.4  per  cent  smaller  during  the  first  half  of  1951  than  in  the 
corresponding  1930  period.    Increased  imports  of  fresh  heef  from  Denmark, 
however,  raised  the  1931  total  of  that  item  32.1  per  cent  a'oove  the  1930 
figures,  moJcing  an  import  "balance  of  total  heef  for  the  period  January- 
Jiine  1931,    Heavy  imports  from  Denmark  and  a  sharp  decline  in  exports 
in  1930  also  gave  the  Netherlands  an  import  "balance  in  heef  for  that  year. 
There  rem.ains,  however,  a  strong  export  halance  in  cattle.    Belgium  is 
now  the  leading  "buyer  of  Netherlands  heef ,  displacing  Germany,  and  con- 
tinues as  the  outstanding  taker  of  Netherlands  export  cattle.    See  ta"bles, 
pages  488and  489.
